JTlve persons were killed and their 


bodies burned beyond recognition bj 
the fire which destroyed the front car 
of the two-car interurban train. 


More than a score of persons were 


bruised, and cut by flying glass but au 
succeeded in making their escape from 
the flaming -wreckage. 


Daniel Callahan' ot Toledo, motor- 


man on the wrecked ca.r, was killed 
His body was found half way back in 
the wrecked car, underneath one of 
the drums. 


Mrs., Garrett Klsgeberth of Toledo,

identified, suffered a fractured skul! 
and is believed to have been 
dead 


when tha fire started.

women and a little girl, all found in 
their seats and who are believed to 
have died before the car Caught fire 
They have not been identified but are 
believed to be residents of Ohio.

in Annual Report 


TRANSITION 
IS 
COMPLETE 


United States Is First World 


Power to Recover Com- 


pletely From War 


Washington,—Years of "prosperous 


and healthy conditions such as suc- 
ceeded the election of 1896" were fore- 
cast for the United States by Secetary 
Mellon in the annual report of the 
treasury sent to Congress Wednesday 


The secretary's views are based, he 
said, on the repudiation of "various 
theories inconsistent with economic 
laws" and the indorsement of a pro- 
gram of constructive handling of gov- 
ernment affairs given in the last 
election. He counselled the 
nation, 
however, to approach Its problems 
with Intelligence that the progress 
made and the groundwork laid in the 
last four years may not 
come to 


naught. 
The "United States, he asserted, was 
the first world power to come through 
the post-war transition stage success- 
fully and the first to be able to pre- 
sent 
"reasonable assurance" that 
"true progress" will continue within 
Its borders. Mr. Mellon urged per- 
petuation of the program adopted by 
"the great majority of our people in 
the last election" which he Inter- 
preted as one of "»iard work, economy 
and sound policies." 
In general economic conditions as 


well as In the domain of federal fis- 
cal operations, Mr. Mellon recounted 
how complete the transition had been. 
He said that in the last four years the 
per capita tax on citizens of the Uni- 
ted States had been out from $64 to 
$27. or exactly one half; public expen- 
ditures which In 1924 exceeded $6,500,- 
000,000, were only 53,500,000,000 in the 
fiscal year which ended last July 1, 
and the "complete disorganization" 
of the economic structure by the col 
lapse- of prices in 1920 auA 1921 has 
been rectified. 
The lifting of the tax burden, al- 


though slight as the decrease has 
been, has done much for business, 
Mr. Mellon said, and he expressed the 
hope that more could be done soon. 
He said he desired tax reform as 
•Rell as tax reduction and •warned 
against using- the field of taxation as a 
field "for socialistic experiment or as 
a club to punish success." If this 
were done, he said, the conditions of 
a few years aero may" come back.

wife of the Rev. O. V Sheatsley. pai- 
tor of Christ E/vn-ng-ehcal Lutheran 
church of Bexley, a suburb, whose 
body was found in tho furnace of the 
Sheatsley home, committed suicide, 
Coroner Murphy held in his formal re- 
port of tho tragedy filed with the 
county clerk of courts Thursday. 


Coroner Murphy from the start held 


to his view that Mrs Sheatsley delib- 
erately crawled Into the furnace, in 
splto of the fact that d V. Long, 
chemist, and Dr. H. At Brundage, 
patholigist, after a series of tests said 
it was their opinion she met death 
outside the furnace. 


County Prosecutor John R. King 
has never accepted tho theory of sui- 
oide and his investigations were cen- 
tered on an effort to prove that Mrs 
Sheatsley's 
body must havo hpen 


placed in the heating- plant 


Coroner Murphy in his official re- 


port said that expert testimony to the 
contrary, he was compelled to adhere 
to his belief 
that Mrs. 
Sheatsley 


ended her own life. 


There was no evidence of a strug- 


gle In the Sheatsley home the coi 
oner's report stated. This with Mrs. 
Sheatsley's physical condition and hei 
actions during the morning of 
I he 


day of her death, is proof, the.cor<mer 
rjeclared, that she destroyed herself 
on tho hot bed of coals.

to conceal and will give the author- 
ities all possible aid in Investigating 
the death of Rogers. 


Mrs Hulse who declared at a prev- 


ious inquiry that Miss Schneider sairl 
Rogers had tried to kiss her and that 
she had pushed him and feared she 
had 
killed him, is sought by the 


authorities as witneses 


After a previous inquiry, Coroner 


Mix expressed the 
belief that both 


Rogeig and Miss Schneider were un- 
der tho 
influence of liquor but he 


found no criminal responsibility for 
tho death of Rogers. The coroner ex- 
pressed the belief that death was acci- 
dental, Rogers' head striking a tele- 
phone pole as he leaned from the au- 
tomobile to see tho road In a fog. 


Thursday's Inquiry which is secret, 


was called by Ward Church, prose 
cutor of North Haven, where Rogers 
met death on the night of Nov. 1, aft- 
er he and Miss Schneider went to the 
Tale-Army football game and then 
dinner at an inn Rogers, a bond sales- 
man, was the nephew of Mrs. Ogden 
Reid of New York and had relatives 
in Fond du Lac, Wis 
Sitting with

HIGH WAGES AND LOW PRICES 
"The American standard of living. " in 


the opinion of Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover, "is the product of high -wages to 
producers and low prices to consumers. 
The road to national progress lies in in- 
creasing real wages through proportion- 
ately lower prices. The one and only way 
is to improve methods and proee^es, and 
to eliminate waste. 


'When we hear a manufacturer or mer- 


chant explain that prices must remain 
high and cannot decline again on account 
of prosperity, vre recall that the most suc- 
cessful corporations are those which ad- 
vance their efficiency to such an extent 
that they can lower prices, and the most 
successful merchandising establishments 
are those whkh buy and sell goods in vol- 
ume, thereby offering minimum prices. 
Low cost of manufacture and large-scale 
production are the principal factors in in- 
dustrial efficiency, while judicious pur- 
chasing and quick selling of merchandise 
at attractive prices are the chief means of 
marketing at retail 


While it is true that the law of siipplv 


and demand fixes prices, it must be borne 
in mind that the ^igor of demand is sus- 
tained by low prices. 
Demand falls off 


when prices are high, and low prices have 
the effect of stimulating demand. 
This 


is why in commerce in general there is a 
law of gravitation which is ever affecting 
prices, the existing tendency being at all 
nme,s, even when demand is strong and 
prices high, to force prices downward. 


There is a maximum price which the 


consumer will pay for anything. 
It is 


the price based on his means and the utili- 
ty of what he wants. This maximum price 
bpars some relationship to the great and 
increasing number of articles manufac- 
tured and displayed. 
Competition not 


only prevails in the manufacture and sale 
of the same class of goods, but al«o among 
all classes. 


It is competition, combined with im- 


proved an pconomical production, whinh 
is the life of trade.

WHETHER 'TIS THE WEATHER. 


One of tho several things about which I am so 


crazy, cracked, queer or sarcastic, is the weather as 
a hypothetical factor of sickness. I maintain that 
there isn't anv evidence that any kind of weather 
causes anv kind of disease—barring sunburn nnd 
frostbite. So when I come across new evidence bear 
ing on this problem—for it is still a problem with 
most of tho laity ana a considerable share of the 
phjslcians—I pounce upon it eagerly, for naturally 
I want to find out as early as possible if I must 
begin hedging in order to keep aligned with science 


Dr V C Kinney of Wellswlle, N. T., offers the 


latest testimony, in the couisa of a report he re- 
cently mad© on some original blood pressure ob- 
servations He has found that there is often a vari- 
ation of blood pressure on the light and left sides 
of the body, as much as 30 mm. difference in cer 
tain circumstances. He believes the pressuie varies 
in different paitg of the body. The blood piessure 
is often erratic 
too 
Dr 
Kinney finds marked 


changes in the reading in some cases in which the 
pressure is 20 to 30 millimeters higher or lower 
[\vuhin a few hours than when the patient first ar 
lines at the sanitarium 
This happens he says, 


in cases of cardiovascular disease even though the 
patients are not of a nervous temperament and 
' usaallv in incipient cases before the degenerative 
changes in heart 
arteries or kidneys have ad- 


I vanced Physicians in general practice do not often 
1 -see such cases 
Probablv the patients consider 


themselves "run down, from overwork" or "nervous 
y exhausted" and seek rather the care provided 
in a good sanltaiium 
That la. provided they are 


not intrigued by the latest panacea 


But it is when Dr Kinnej turns his hand to the

.nclmed to suspect the weathei of having something

moist warm spell, the temperature drops Sown 
around zero and the air becomes exceedingly dry, 
all in 24 hours perhaps Whenever such a change 
of weather occurs, as it mav from one to six times 
in the wintei, Dr Kinney keeps close tabs of the 
blood pressure readings 
of sanitarium patients 


They rarelj. show less than 10 to 30 points rise or 
fall 
Then sajs Dr Kinnej, "then I watch the 


newspapers, the number of cerebral hemorrhages 
during these spells is appalling " 


Knowing- the newspapers as I do, for don't I 


help make 'em'—I can only say that cerebral hem 
orrhagres in the newspapers are not reliable We get 
off some queer stuff in the newspapers when we at 
tempt to tell people just what ails the man or

Othor officors wero Mrs. George Cos^ 


grove, first vice president, Martin VanRyzln, 


Dirty Money 


Is Public's 


Own Fault

\Vahington, I>. 0.—The old literary 


phrase "filthy lucre1' has always car- 
ried a sits principal impllactlon that 
the source of the wealth In question 
is tainted. The phrase has come to 
take on a literary meaning In recent 
years and the soiled condition of the 
"paper 
currency in 
circulation 
has 


come to be no less of a problem to the 
treasury of the United States than 
an annoyance to tho public and, in 
the opinion of eome, a. menace to 
health. 


The use of paper currency increas 


es constantly. Coin has dost the pop- 
ularity it used to have. The lightness 
and convenience of paper 
currency 


recommends it universally. But by Its 
very nature and reason of the fact 
that it circulates 
so widely, 
paper 


money Inevitably becomes soiled and 
perhaps germ-laden. 
It is \ery easy thoughtlessly to 


blame an impersonal government, far 
away at Washington, for dirty mon- 
ey, but studies which the treasury 
has made show that a large part of 
the blame for oiled currency rests 
jpon tne people themselves

of spilled drinks. Syrup is their prin- 
cipal ingredient and syrup IB one of 
the stickiest of substances Itiganoth 
er agent in the attraction and collec- 
tion of dust an(3 dirt, for the dollar 
bill laid on the counter is almost sure 
to have a few spots on It by the time 
it reaches the till. 


DIRT IS EXPENSIVE 


The dollar bill, costs 1.7 ^cents to 


make. This seems a small figure tak- 
en by itself but when it ie considered 
that 48,600,000 of these bills must be 
put into circulation each month, it 
will be seen the cost mounts up. Those 
who complain of dirty money and gov- 
ernmental carelessness are probably 
unaware that a one-dolalr bill remains 
in circultlon only from, six to eight 
months 
"With each one costing 1 7 


cents to make it will be seen that the 
actual cost of putting dollar bills in 
the hand of the people is about 3 per 
cent a year—a figure equal to sav 
ings bank interest.

Sheffield (England) University really 
las discovered a means of breaking 
up a~toms at reasonable cost, as

says he has, scientists at the govern- 
ment bureau of standards here de- 
clare the world is due for a period 
of change such as never before in 
its history. 
The bureau of standards 
experts 


are frankly skeptical, however. 


Xot that atoms cannot bo disinte- 


grated. 
Sir- Ernest Rutherford 
of 


Cambridge disintegrated some—10 or 
15 of them—one after another. 


By the use of radium, particles he 


succeeded in directing 
an electrical 


ream into~ the atom's interior 
and 


b'le\v it up, literally. 
But to do this 


he had to generate several million 
watts of electricity, at a cost of sev- 
eral hundred dollars, and all he got 
in return for his trouble and expense 
was half a watt of atomic energy. 


THOUGHT IT ..UNPROFITABLE 
Sir Ernest figured he could get one 


millimeter of hydrogen, which is the 
source of the atom's power, out of an 
atom of alluminum, by using all the 
alpha paritcles in one gram-of radium 
costing f.100,000. 


Consequently he gave it as his opin 


ion that atomic energy never could be 
developed profitably. 


The bureau of standards experts in 


cline to agree with Him, though—51' 
course they're waiting to hear more 
concerning Dr. "Wall's method before 
making up their minds definitely. 


An atom really, they explain at th 


bureau, is a miniature solar system 
with 
negative . electrons 
revolving 


around a positive sun. 


Scientists have found means of at 


tractlng- the electrons away from the 
sun, but it is in the sun itself tha 
the atom's energy resides. 
Little a 


it Is, the sun is so energetic that 


i-ere all this energy released at one 
>op, with no preliminary precautions, 
t's possible the concussion 
would 


hatter the big sun we live under and 
ill its planets. 


At least, so the experts say. 
Obviously, then, Dr. Wall is mon- 


keying with an extremely, high-power 
explosive.
